tance a f te r c uttin g the artery. 
There 
had been a fear in th e fam ily th a t Dr. 
D ep uty's mental condition would cause 
him to kill himself. 
The body was sent 
to St. Paul, Ind., and arra n g e m en ts were 
made* to hold the funeral this afternoon 
if the body arrived in time. 
Dr. Dep uty was 70 years of age, and 
recently suffered an accident, which, it 
is believed, caused melancholia. 
After 
he disap p eared the first news received 
by his family of his whereabo ts was 
through a letter p ostm arked Cincinnati.

While admitting that there was a 
great need for low’ priced hotels for 
working girls, Mrs. Eva McDonald 
Valesh warned the League for Politi­ 
cal Education, at No. 23 West 44th 
street, that there was a danger that 
they might tend to cut wages. 
“There are alway s employ ers who 
will take advantage cf these things,’ 
she said. 
“ ‘Look how cheap y ou can 
live,’ they say , and along comes an 
other reduction. But hotels for work­ 
ing girls are needed, only they must 
not be organized on stiff lines.

America we re too likely to want to 
fix persons’ lives after our own pat 
tern.

11AT the divorce rate is higher in the United States than any 
I 
other country excejrting Japan may no doubt surprise the many 
who have never given the m atter any serious thought. 
Dur­ 
ing the years 1890 to 1900 the increase in our country was 
three times the rate of population, against two and two-thirds 
__________ 
for 
ten preceding years. 
This would mean that one out of 
every sixteen marriages was disrupted in the divorce courts, 
and to-day tiffe average is even greater, one in every twelve. South Carolina 
is the only State in the Union that makes no provision in its statutes for 
divorce and it records fewer marriages. 
The west and the middle west are 
the divorcing states. 
The State of Washington reaches the highest ^nark of 
all, while .Montana tallies second, Texas third and Indiana outranked Illinois 
between the years 1890 aud 1900. 
The most frequent grounds are cruelty 
and desertion, and women do most of the divorcing. 
Back of these facts and 
figures lie the cause for this increase in the annulment of the marriage tie. 
Who is the most to blame, the man or the woman? The man, it would seem 
at first glance, since woman does most of the divorcing. 
She instinctively 
prefers the home and maternity to outside interests, despite statistics and fig­ 
ures that would seem to tell another story. 
Woman is essenially vofoitile and plastic from years of necessary depend­ 
ence. She is by instinct and training economical and conservative; so much 
depends upon her—the judicious management of the home, the wise control 
of the children and their proper training. Was it not an all wise Providence 
that made, protected and supported females, the mothers of children? Civil­ 
ization and society were formed for woman, by man, in his desire to shield 
and protect her from stress of business and the conditions that differentiate 
her from her sex.

His proposal was 
accepted and within a short time 
large sum of money was collected, 
which it was decided should be used 
in some work of expiation.

says an old chronicler, “six stretchers 
were purchased and destined to each 
of the six quarters of the city where a 
squad of porters was detailed to con­ 
vey in them such persons as were ill 
to the hospitals or to carry the bodies 
of those who fell dead or had been 
murdered to the cemetery. 
And each 
porter was entitled to take a coin from 
the1 coin box for every trip.” 
The institution still exists and it 
counts among its members not only 
porters but the most prominent citi­ 
zens of Florence, as well as the King 
of Italy and the archbishop.

longer supported by the fines imposed 
for swearing, but by voluntary contri­ 
butions.

In the days of Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria, who was given the reputa­ 
tion of being stingy, because she never 
gave anything away, the royal trad­ 
ers had an easy time. And they made 
hay while their sun shone. 
They lit­ 
tle dreamed, though, of the severe day 
Of reckoning that was coming. 
The distance from the railroad sta­ 
tion to the castle at Windsor is less 
than half a mile. The hill to the castle 
is rather steep, so most of the hotel 
carriages have two horses. 
Thfe fare 
for such a vehicle is half a dollar. For 
the ordinary one-horse cab the fare 
is only 25 cents. 
The charge to her 
majesty when she ordered a carriage 
from a hotel to bring a guest from the 
station to the castle was $2.50. 
Edward VIL allows instead of $2.50 
just 81 cents.

The jewelers waited on the lord cham­ 
berlain and protested that they had 
so few customers, compared with the 
butcher and the vegetable dealer, they 
were bound to have at least 30 per 
cent. 
“Not from me,” the king is reported 
to have said when the lord chamber­ 


lain urged the petition of the jewelers. 
And they didn t. 
Ten per cent is all 
they get. 
His majesty takes care to see that 
his IO per cent is only IO per cent. 
Whenever a bill is presented for pay­ 
ment the tradesman has to produce 
with it his own wholesale bills. 
The 
price that goes on the royal bill has 
to be only just so much more than 
what the tradesman has paid himself 
as the rate on the profit schedule al­ 
lows. lf the butcher has paid 20 cents 
a pound for his prime American, Liv- 


erpocl-killed beef, he can charge the 
royal household 22 cents a pound and 
not a fraction more, although in Lon­ 
don the price is probably 28 cents 
a pound to other consumers. 
The women of America cannot per­ 
haps, do what the King of England 
did so easily. 
But many of them ex­ 
press the belief that by combination 
they can do much to prevent them­ 
selves from being robbed by unfair 
profits that go only to swell the al­ 
ready overbloated coffers of the power­ 
ful trusts.

SINGULAR BANK NOTE. 
CLERCLAL LIFE. 


D o u b t e r * t o T h n t F o o l D o N o t H e -

Many peo ple, inclu ding scientists, 
•po rtsmen and lay men in general, as­ 
sert that a shark nev er liv ed which 
wo u ld attack a hu man being, bu t it 
mu st be remembered that these wise 
o nes do no t liv e in the tro pics. 
Pu t 
the qu estio n directly to an inhabitant 
o f a warm co u ntry and he will be as­ 
to nished and rather amu sed at y o u r 
igno rance. 
Yo u r qu estio n wo u ld seem 
all that was fo o lish to the av erage 
Panamanian. 
The peo ple o f the isth­ 
mu s k no w fro m bitter ex perience that 
the shark ho lds hu man beings in no 
re%erence and is o nly to o anx io u s to 
add him to his regu lar bill o f fare. 
There are many sto ries related by 
So u therners, and nav al reco rds bear 
o u t the assertio n that the shark is a 
man eater. 
One nav al repo rt o n file 
is to the effect that o n Febru ary 9 . 
19 07 , as o ne o f the bo ats belo nging to 
the little gu nbo at Eleano was being 
ro wed o u t to the ship the plu g in the 
bo tto m o f the bo at came o u t. 
To pre­ 
v ent it fro m being swamped J. J. Du n­ 
lap, a sailo r belo nging to the Eleano . 
thru st his finger into the ho le. 
The 
finger was immediately bitten o ff as 
if it were ampu tated by a su rgeo n, 
tho u gh 
the 
ampu tatio n was by a 
shark . 
Jo hn T. Clark , a well k no wn swem- 
ro er, in 18 S2 had a v ery narro w escape 
fro m serv ing as a meal fo r two hu n 
gry shark s while giv ing an ex hibitio n 
at Pensaco la. Fla. 
He had agreed to 
be sewn u p in a big sack , heav ily 
weighted with sand, and be thro wn 
into the bay near the nav y y ard, fro m 
which bag he was to escape by cu tting 
hie way o u t with a k nife and swim 
asho re. 
At the appo inted time a fiatbo at to o k 
him o u t so me distance fro m sho re and 
after being tied u p in the sack he was 
thro wn o v erbo ard. 
He had hardly go t 
mo re than 30 feet belo w the su rface 
when so mething bu mped against the 
sack and almo st 
instantly the idea 
flashed thro u gh his mind that it was 
a shark . 
Befo re he co u ld do any thing 
there was a bu mp fro m the o ther side 
o f the bag. 
In a mo ment o r two he 
had cu t his way o u t and was rising 
to the su rface, still clu tching the k nife 
in his hand. 
Once so mething co ld 
grazed his leg as he was rising. 
On reaching 
the su rface he was 
greeted with cheers, bu t no ted with 
dismay that there were no bo ats near. 
He started to swim to ward the nearest 
bo at when the water parted a few feet 
to o ne side and he co u ld mak e o u t the 
lo ng, black fin o f a shark . 
The mo n­ 
ster headed at o nce fo r him and as he 
was abo u t to div e to escape its clu tch 
ano ther shark dashed in. 
As the first shark tu rned o v er o n his 
side in o rder to bite, Clark div ed be­ 
lo w the su rface, then u p u nder the 
shark and dro v e the k nife time after 
time into its v itals, and It sank to the 
bo tto m. 
As he came to the su rface 
gasping fo r breath a y awlbo at manned 
by ex cited sailo rs fro m the nav y y ard 
ran alo ngside and 
he 
was pu lled 
abo ard ju st in time to escape the sec­ 
o nd shark . 


A lu * ele * T n r n l n f t to B o n e . 
The mo st interesting man in Lo ndo n 
is Alban Ru shbro o k . 
His mu scles are 
gradu ally tu rning to bo ne. 
So far has j 
the disease pro gressed that a k no ck 
wo u ld cau se him to break into pieces. 
The disease is thu s ex plained: 
“The perio steu m, the o u tside lining 
o f the bo ne, is co mpo sed o f cells that 
hav e the po wer o f 
pro du cing 
fresh 
bo ne cells. 
When, fo r ex ample, y o u 
get a fractu re o f the bo ne it is thro u gh 
this po wer o f fresh cell 
pro du ctio n 
that it is mended. 
It is part o f the 
liv ing tissu e that pro du ces gro wth in 
children. 
In the case o f Alban Ru sh­ 
bro o k these

cells hav e

One man is a geniu s at 
figu res, ano ther at writing, ano ther at 
mechanical wo rk , ano ther at 
pick ing 
po ck ets. 
If it means aptness, it is the 
handmaiden o f practice, generally ; If 
it means po wer and ability su ccessfu l­ 
ly applied to the acco mplishment o f 
wo nderfu l and helpfu l things, it is the 
slav e o f hard wo rk and rigid attentio n 
to the same— no thing mo re o r less. 
Geniu s nev er acco mplished any thing 
mu ch in this wo rld merely becau se o f 
its ex istence therein.
